38°38'05.61”N., Long. 77°06'21.86”W.,]at or near Lat. 38° 38.050" N., Long. 77° 6.3650" W., then running 299° (True)
to a point, at or near Lat. 38° 38.062' N., Long. 77° 6.3920"' W., and running to the head of the creek. This area has a
minimum wake zone from March 1 through June 15 [each year].

38°47'28.8"N., and Long. 77°02'21.6"W., then running 89° True to a point at the low water line of the Maryland shore,
Lat. 38°47'29.7"N., Long. 77°01'26.9"W.]at or near Lat. 38° 47.600" N., Long. 77° 2.263" W., then running 88° (True)
to a point, at or near Lat. 38° 47.617' N., Long. 77°1.532' W., and upstream of a line beginning at the Maryland-
District of Columbia Line Pile "DC1A", at or near Lat. 38° 47.480' N.,, Long. 77° 2.360" W., then running 89° (True) to
a point on the Maryland shore, at or near Lat. 38° 47.495' N., Long. 77°1.448' W. This area has a 6-knot speed limit
all year.

The proposed regulation will appear in the Maryland Register on Friday May 2, 2014,
comments concerning this regulation will be accepted through Monday June 2, 2014. The
regulation will be adopted on Tuesday June 17, 2014 and become effective on Monday
July 7, 2014.
